A STRIKING INTERVIEW. 
On the 18th of October Frederic 
Harrison, one of the foremost educat­ 
ors and authors of his time, and for 
more than a half century a leader in 
the movement 
for 
industrial 
and 
social reforms in Great Britain, hav­ 
ing been president 
of 
the 
English 
Positivist Committee 
from 
1880 to 
1905, celebrated his ninetieth birth­ 
day. 
On this occasion the London 
Times published 
an 
interview with 
Mr. Harrison which 
has 
attracted 
more attention than any public utter­ 
ance of its sort in a long time and 
which is sure to be the theme for con­ 
troversy for a good while to come. 
Extracts from it, cabled to this coun­ 
try, in somewhat garbled form, have 
already evoked 
the 
fire of Bishop 
Charles Sumner Burch of New York 
City, and others. 
Mr. Harrison was waited upon by 
the correspondent 
of 
The Times at 
his home in Bath, one of the most 
beautiful spots in England, and dear 
especially to every reader of Pick­ 
wick Papers. 
Mr. Harrison had just 
returned from a concert and had to 
change his clothes, which had been 
wet through in a heavy shower. 
He 
walks several miles daily, reads with­ 
out glasses, sleeps well, has full pos­ 
session of all his 
faculties, 
and his 
memory “is clear 
for 
over 
eighty 
years,” reaching back to the death of 
William IV in 1837 and the corona­ 
tion procession 
of Victoria in 1888. 
He recalled in his conversation with 
the representative of The Times many 
of the changes which he had witness­ 
ed during eighty years; told of evils 
which existed in his youth and which 
are now happily banished; discussed 
the effects of the enormous advance 
in material life which has taken place; 
and spoke of his books and reading 
and of the delight which he still finds 
in Trollope and Fielding and Scott and 
Jane Austen and of his distaste for 
the new novels, “written with type­ 
writers.” 
The passages of the inter­ 
view which have stirred the deepest 
interest follow in full: 
“The predominant 
change 
in my 
time is a new life for the vast masses 
of Labor. 
I rejoice 
to 
see— and I 
have for sixty 
years 
worked for— 
shorter hours, higher culture, truer 
education for the people; above all, 
their share in the government of the 
nation and in every social opportuni­ 
ty. 
In 1859 I lectured and wrote, in 
connection with the Working Men’s 
College, founded by Frederick Mau­ 
rice, 
Charles 
Kingsley’s, 
Ruskin, 
Hughes and Ludlow, for these cours­ 
es, and I am proud to see how it has 
all grown. 
The motto of our school 
at Newton Hall was, not the dictator­ 
ship, but the 
’incorporation 
of the 
proletariat’— that is, 
the 
raising of 
Labor to every interest and opportu­ 
nity of society. 
The working masses 
are the nation, we always said; other 
classes are only special agents and of­ 
ficials. 
We never countenanced the 
unnatural division into ’upper,’ middle 
and lower classes.’ 
That is ended. 
But we never encouraged any class 
war.

Of this sum 
$737,370,370

$532,500,000 coming from sales to the 
French government. 
Nor does this tell the whole story. 
Mr. Parker points out that the cash 
price represents only a part of the re­ 
muneration received. As an important 
part of the bargain, the French gov­ 
ernment waived claims for taxes and 
customs duties ,on property imported 
into France and sold since April 6, 
1917, 
estimated 
at 
approximately 
$150,000,000, and also assumed the 
payment of rents and claims, approxi­ 
mately $150,000 in number, 
arising 
out of American occupation and use 
of installations and lands. 
Now that the election is over it is 
possible that some people in America 
who long have been proceeding on 
the theory that in matters pertaining 
to the administration it is not neces­ 
sary to have any regard for the truth 
will change their ways and abandon 
the wholesale manufacture of absurd 
fictions.
